ing in dry weather, causing' tlie sash to hind, stick, or ratll(\ It is practically 



impossible to allow sufficient clearance in fitting th(^ sash, to compiMisati^ for \ \wsv 
variances, and i)revent dirt, dust, drafts, etc., from (Mitering. 

Hence, a weather stripping designed to conipcMisati^ automatically for any variations 
that nuiy exist, ])ermitting the proper manipulation of the sash regardless, is highly 
essential. 

Windows equipped with rniversalWeather Stripping, etc., are loosely fitted. I^'urthei*, 
a clearance of 3/3!2 of an inch is specified between the face of sash and stop casings, 
parting strips and the stooling, eliminating possibility of friction, are w(*ath(M' proof, 
do not rattle, and are op(M-at(Ml c^asily, regardless of climatic changes. 



Universal Side Weather Stripping is a combination of three parts — l)rass deflector, 
canvas mounted rubber and brass compression strip. The rubber is applied with th(^ 
canvas side (which also bears on the loose leg of the compression) toward the sash. The 
deflector which is secured to the edge of the sash clamps the side rubber in position. The 
loose leg of the deflector projects on the outside face of the sash to form a bearing against 
the outside stoj). An angle formed at the extremity of this leg, shields the joint against 
direct admission of air, dirt, cinders, etc. The angular c()m])ression strip is secured to 
the face of the post, the free leg extending outward at an angle of 45 degrees, provides a 
bearing for the side rubber, forming a weather proof joint. The flexibility of the rubber 
insures weather proof contact, regardless of irregularities, swelling or shrinking of sash.

Top Weather Stripping 

rnivcrsal improved top weather stripping is a loop type eoiistrueted of brass and 
eaiivas mounted rubber. The seal that this weather strip provides, is not dependent 
on \hv aeeuraey of its application, because it contacts vertically with the face of the top 
sash rail or lintel. A feature which insures proper contact and dependent only on tin* 
closing of the sash. 

Bottom Weather Stripping 

TnivcM-sal Hottom Weather Stripping is l)rass and rubber with canx as core. The appli- 
cation is such that the weatluM- stripping is protected from the elements, etc., by being 
placed beneath the bottom rail of the sash. The canvas core provides proper resilient 
action, so that the outer edge of the bottom weather strij) rubber contacts with the stool- 
ing, when sash is aj)pr()ximately '4 of an inch from being closed, insuring proptM* s(»al, 
although sash rais(vs slightly, due to the motion of the car. 



Locks and Racks 

Universal Locks and Racks are made of bronze (special mixture) resulting in a 
metal, extremely hard, reducing wear to a minimum. The design of these locks, etc., 
^ is such that each part is properly reinforced, whether it be to counteract bending of lever 

I or bolt, or to provide proper bearing for the shank of the screw securing the part, or some 

other of th(* many details involved. Each, however, has Ixmmi carefully studitMl and pro- 
vided for in the Universal Locks and Racks. 

I We call particular attention to the gravity wedging feature of the \o. 10-70 and (SO 

Lock Bolts. The bevel at the lower edge of the bolt inclines inward and upward. When 
the sash is positioned, the bevel engages a similar bevel on tlu* rack. The sliding engage- 
ment forces the sash l)y reason of gravity against the outside window stop, eliminating 
any possibility of rattle or falling of sash. Further, a sash fitted with this style of lock 
can be ratcheted (provided it is positioned at least at the first notch) to any luMght 
desired without numipulating the lock.

The head of the adjusting 
screw is locked against turning by the flanges of the connection plate 
link It is obvious that a sash thus eciuipped, regardless of weight, 
height or width, cannot cock in the opening, or get out of align- 
ment with the stooling. no matter how carelessly manipulated.
